The Eskinios admitted 
using the ropes and were still using 
them in repairing their canoes and 
fixing their tents.

The Earl of Rosebery is one of 
Scotland’s favorite sons. J. M. Barrie 
once said, that Gladstone was the only 
other man who could make so many 
Scotsmen take politics as if it were 
the. Highland Fling. In politics the 
names of those two great statesmen 
are inseparably connected. Just 
thirty ph ago the Liberal commit- 
tee of Midlothian decided, as Morley 
says, “with Lord Rosebery in the 
front. that Mr. Gladstone should le 
invited to contest the metropolitan 
county of Scotland.” Yhat a time 
that must have been when the great 
old Commoner and the brilliant young 
Peer joined hands to wrest Midloth- 
ian from the almost undisputed power 
of the Tory Duke of Buccleuch! It 
was one of the great compaigns ‘n 
British political history. On the crest 
of that mighty wave Gladstone rode 
back to power and Rosebery on to 
fame, idlothian never turned. ts 
back on the one, and the other rose 
to be acclaimed the “Uncrowned King 
of Scotland.” 

Fortune was indeed kind to Rose- 
bery. In the mysterious laboratory 


of Nature he was touched with the 
magic wand. All gifts which to other 
men’‘sre offered singly were combined 
on his head. His mind was turned to 
high thought; his heart was strung 
for lofty passion; his lips were touch 
ed with a live coal from the altar of 
eloquence. Rarely has British pub!: 
life known one man s0 richly and .o 
variously dowered. He had _ person- 
ality, imagination and charm. And 
as though intellectual gifts, artist!: 
tastes, the orator’s temperament and 
the leader’s touch were not enough 
he was born to high estate and came 
to the inheritance of unmeasured 
wealth. “Dalmeny Park,” near Ed- 
inburgh, is a lordly home, his house 
in Berkeley Square is one of the nob- 
lest of London’s West End mansions, 
*‘Mentmore”’ is a magnificent country 
seat, and “The Villa Rosebery” is said 
to be a delightful spot in “Naples. 

And all this rare excellence of en- 
dowment and all this luxury of cir- 
cumstances have been matched by 
the greatness of his opportunities. 
He entered public life under Glad- 
stone’s leadership, held office in his 
administrations and was nemed: ty 
him as his successor. In the great 
Office of Seretary for Foreign Affairs 
he came to world-diatinetion, In many 
other public offices he was eminent. 
Three of the grea’ Scottish universi- 
ties, Glasgow more than once, honor- 
ed him with election to their chief 
Offices. He was firat chairman of the 
London County Council, a position of 
enormous power, and unexampled op- 
portunity for public service, and Le 
was re-elected. Of other offices held 
by him the list is given in “Whol 
Who.” 

When Gladstone retired} the Queen 
called Lord Rosebery to form an ad- 
ministration. Brilliant though he was, 
he had not the full allegiance of a 
united party. Sir William Harcourt 
had a following. There were others 
who, while they trustétl Rosebery, for- 
saw the difficulties of a Prime Miu- 
ister who sat in the House of Lords 
and had had no training or éxperience 
in the House of Commons. Then, too, 
the “Imperialistic’ spirit in Rose- 
bery, which had gradually been sep- 
arating him from Gladstone’s policy, 
divided him still tarther from those 
Liberals of whom John Morley ws 
the distinguished representative. His 
premiership was short-lived. His 
party in the Commons, where he was 
only an onlooker from the Peers’ gal- 
lery, was defeated on a catch vote. 
On appeeling to the country he found 
England in one of those periodical 
spasms of reaction against the policy 
of pexce and moderation which gives 
joy to the jingo heart. In the election 
of 1895 the Conservatives were retura- 
ed with a large majority. In the 
House of Lords Rosebery continued 
for a time as leader of the Liberal 
party. But he lost heart. By-and-bye 
ne gave up the leadership. Then 
took to his “lone furrow,’ 

For years Rosebery has,sat on the 
eross-benches in the House of Lords. 
He is no longer in the council of the 
Liberal party. Not long ago, at Glas- 
gow, he broke out into Ese ath elo- 
quence against the Lloyd-George Bud- 
ft. whereat there was joy in the 
ome of the Tories. But when % 
came to a “show-down” in the Hou e 
of Lords he was scornful as ever of 
that stronghold of Toryism. He dis- 
liked the Liberal Budget, but Lord 
Landsowne’s motion to hold up that 
finance measure of the House of Com- 
mon was so unwarranted and so re- 
actionary that he hated it more thau 
he hated the Loyd-George land tax. 
He told the Lords to their face that 
the larger their vote the less deserv- 
ing of respcc* would that vote be. And 
this ve k he insists that Mr, Balfour 
shall tell the country plainly what he 
prop ses to do in the way of reforming 
the ilouse of Lords. 

And yet, in the face of all this, the 
lain truth must be told, that Lord 

osebery is not really a fighter in this 
great conflict. The unma§hed fgra- 
gedy in Britain’s public life oded is 
that the most gifted of her sons does 
not count when the fight is on. His 
silver note calls no hosts to battle. 


His own performance is but stage- 
play. Admiration he still command:, 
applause still greets his eloquent 


words, but no man follows his lead. 
The fact of Rosebery’s futility and 
something of its cause were revealed 
in what some competent critics call 
“his greatest speech,”’ his welcome to 
the delegates to the Imperial Press 
conference. That was certainly a 
marvellous feat or oratory, but to me 
it was not truly great nof was it Rose- 
bery’s greatest. It was amazingly 
brilliant. Its phrases glittered like 
tue flashing star of the Garter on his 


breest. The voice? in which it was 
spoken sank deep and low as it pre- 
saged the coming storm, and = then 


tang Out in thrilling intonation 44 
though the thunder of Armageddon of 
which he foretold had already broke 
loose, And yet in the thick and tor-
